ment, ſhall fveare upon the holy Evangeliſt in manner following: 


A.B. doe ſweare from my heart, that F Will nit direftly nor indirectly 

adhere unto, or willingly afſist the King in this Havre, ori this canſe a- 
gainftthe Parliament, nor any Forces raiſed withont the conſent ofthe two 
Houſes of Parliament in this ( auſe 9r Warre. And | doe Ihkewiſe ſweare 
that my comming and ſubmitting my ſelfe under the power and preteFfion 
of th#Parliament,, is without any manner of de frgne Whatſoeverto the pre- 
judice of the proceedings ofthe two Honſes of this preſent Parkanent, and 
Without the direftion, prrvity, or advice ofthe K11s, 0» any of his Councell, 
or Officers, other thea What I have now made known. So helpe me God, 
and the Contents of this Bake. 

And be it further Ordained by the Authority aforeſaid, that the 
Commilſsioners for keeping of the Great Seale of Exg/ard for the 
time being, ſhall have power, andare hereby authorrzed to tender 
and adminiſter the ſaid Oath unto any Peere, or Wite or Widow 
ofany Peere, ſo comming to inhabitas aboveſaid. And it tha!l be law- 
full to and for the Committee of the Houſe of Commons for Exa- 
minations, the Committee for the Militia in Lozdor, and all Com- 
mittees of Parliament in the ſeverall Counties and Canes of the 
Kingdom,to tenderand admaniſter the ſaid Oath unto every other 

erſon ſo comming to inhabit as aboveſaid. Anditany perſon (not 
being a Member of, or aſſiſtant unto either of the Houſes of the Par- 
liament) ſhall refuſe or neglect totakerhe ſaid Oath fo duly tende- 
redunto him or her.as aboveſaid, the ſaid Commiſsioners and Com- 
mirtees reſpectively,ſhalland may committhe ſameperſon ro ſome 
priſon,there to remaine without Baile or Mainprize untill he ſhall 
conform thereunto.
